It is known that some of Col. 
Roosevelt's friends in Washington 
did not fare as well at the hands 
of the Taft administration as they 
had expected; and it is also known 
that Mr. Taft as President did not 
consult the Colonel so freely as he 
did when he was in the subordinate 
position of. Secretary of War in the 
Roosevelt Cabinet. 
patched from the White House to 
the wilds of Africa were few and 
far between; and it was later in- 
timated by some of Mr. Taft's 
friends that this silence on the 
part of the new President was .not 
regarded with great favor by his 
old chief. Then, too, it was said 
that Col. Roosevelt felt that Mr. 
Taft had not been as assiduous in 
developing and carrying ‘forward 
the “Roosevelt policies,” as the 
former President had expected, 

The Break With Roosevelt. 

In any event it developed that 
by the time Col, Roosevelt emerged 
from the jungle and headed back 
to the United States the break was 
an @stablished fact—established to 
everybody except President Taft. 
‘He was the last to acknowledge 
that Col. Roosevelt's feelings 
toward him had changed and he 
refused for several years to believe 
‘that Col. Roosevelt had deter- 
mined to array himself in opposi- 
tion. Some of Col. Roosevelt's 
Washington friends hastened to 
meet him as he came from Africa 
and it was believed in Washington 
that they had much to do with in- 
fluencing him against Mr. Taft. 
These men later were prominent 
in the councils_of the..Progressive 
party, 'FPhey had clavhed with Mr. 
Taft from almost the first day of 
his administration. 

Shortly after his return to Amer- 
ica, in 1910, Col. Roosevelt called 
on President Taft at the summer 
White House in Beverly, Mass.

will never forget it. There was a 
brave display of the old cordiality 
between the two men, but it was 
palpably on the surface only and 
there was apparent a distinct fee}- 
ing of constraint. There were few 
meetings after this and the breach 
continued to widen until in the 
spring of 1912 all attempts to con- 
ceal the real state of affairs came 
to an end. 

Long after Col. Roosevelt had 
let it be known to his friends that 
he was opposed to the renomina- 
tion and re-election of Mr.: Taft, 
the latter would not believe the re- 
ports were true. Friends of Mr. 
Taft who had talked with friends 
of Col. Roosevelt and knew the ex- 
tent of the latter’s feelings against 
Mr. Taft tried to convince the 
President that the Colonel was 
openly arrayed against him. But 
Mr. Taft yemained unconvinced al- 
most up to the time the split came 
in the Chicago convention of 1912 
and the Progressive party took the 
field with Col. Roosevelt in the 
saddle. 

To all who rushed to him with 
an “I told you so,” Mr. Taft re- 
plied only with one of his tolerant 
smiles. Not once ,did he utter a 
harsh word toward the man he al- 
, ways referred to as “thé Presi- 
dent.” 

“I learned to call him that while 
I was in his cabinet,” said Mr. 
Taft, “and somehow or other I 
cannot think of him in any other 
iight.”* 

In Politics at 23. 

A grouping of all Mr. Taft’s po- 
litical activities gives a graphic idea 
of his remarkable pnd rapid rise 
to the presidency. He was assist- 
ant porsecuting attorney of Ham- 
ilton County, Cincinnati, O., at 23 
years of age; collector of internal 
revnué at 24; judge of the Superior 
court of Ohio at 29; Solicitor Gen- 
eral of the United States at 32; 
judge of the Federal! Circuit Court 
at 34; Civil Governor of the Philip- 
pine Islands at 43; Secretary of 
War in the Roosevelt Cabinet at 
46, and President of the 
States at 61. At the age of 656 he 
was again a private citizen, later 
“ict Chief Justice at the age 

63. 

It was this equipment of a won- 
derful record in public office that 
led many people te predict that Mr.

Although many of these crit- 
ticisms obviously were unfair and 
were resented by friends of the 
President, Mr. Taft seldom replied 
to them, From a keenly resentful 
attitude at first, he soon grew. into 
a feeling that justice was not to be 
had. Time after time when he was 
urged to make certain statements 
or do certain things, Mr. Taft would 
reply: 

“Oh, what's the use! Whatever 
[I do or say is sure to be miscon- 
strued or twisted around in such 
& manner that even I will not be 
able to recognize my own mo- 
tives.” 

Payne-Aldrich Bill. 

The feeling that he was a party 
man and owed a lasting debt of 
gratitude to the Republican party 
for having bestowed the presidency 
on him, led° Mf. Taft to give per- 
haps too willing an ear to the men 
he regarded as dominating Re- 
publican forces at the national 
capital. For his intimacy with 


Senator Aldrich and his many con-!| 


suitations with Speaker Cannon 
and others who were regarded as 
reactionaries by. the progressive 
wing of the party, Mr. Taft was 
sharply and constantly arraigned. 
Mr. Taft was not particularly fond 


at the time all powerful in the 
lower branch of Congress. Mr. 
Taft sincerely. admired Senator 
Aldrich and bélieved absolutely in 
his integrity and high-mindedness. 
He placed entire cénfid in Mr. 
Aldrich during the bitter tariff-re- 
vision fight that marked the first 
summer of the Taft administration, 

Mr. Taft inherently believed in 
the sacredness of the three great 
branches of Government—the ex- 
ecutive, judicial and legislative— 
and felt that each should be re- 
spected. He did not believe he had 
a right to infringe upon the pre- 
rogative of the legislative branch 


perhaps his training had not been 
altogether of the right sort, His 


® 


by dictating what Congress should 


do, despite the fact that such prec- 


sources which marked the earlier 
days of the Taft ‘administration 
brought out a typical phase of Mr. 
Taft's character. He did not re- 
gard the controversy as serious at 
first, but was rather inclined to 
look only at what he regarded as 
the humorous side of meetings be- 
tween the two men. When the full 
‘seriousness, of the affair finally 
came home to him, Mr. Taft found 
himself in deeper than he imag- 
ined. The President had great re- 
gard both for Pinchot and for Bal- 
linger. He particularly felt that 
Ballinger was misrepresented and 
unjustly assailed. 

It was perhaps due to the feel- 
ing that he had himself been un- 
justly treated in many wWays.that 
Mr. Taft hesitated to act harshly 
toward or condemn any man dur- 
ing his term as President. Numer- 
ous friends urged him to drop both 
Pinchot and Ballinger and thus get 
rid of the trouble all at once, but 
Mr. Taft felt this would be an in- 
justice to either one or both men 
and declared he would rather suf- 
fer himself the ill-effects of the 
controversy than do an unjust act. 
Pinchot finally was dismissed. 

A Friend’s Opinion. 

One of Mr. Taft's closest frietds 
once characterized him in these 
terms: 

“He is so clean in his own mind 
that he cannot see anything un- 
clean in another. His refusal to 
employ the usual petty tricks of the 
professional politician, the big- 
hearted indulgence with which he 
treats those who deliberately mis- 
represent him, his willingness to 
suffer himself rather than use the 
power of his great office againat 
an individual—to rest under a false 
light rather than strike back in 
the heat. of passion and thus risk 
the chance of committing an act 
-of injustice—have won for him the 
distinction of being called a poor 
politician... Mr. Taft will never un- 
derstand that in politics it often is 
necessary to be unfair, unjust and 
to bring into play the ruthless rule 
of the survival of the fittest.’ 

Mr. Taft’s natural bent was to 
be outspoken at all times, and after 
he became President he chafed un- 
der the repeated urgings of his po- 
litical advtsers. to say certain things 
and not to say others. As a Judge, 
Mr. Taft had rendéred decisions 
which brought him into conflict 
with organized labor. He was at 
one time urged not to discuss 
these decisions, but he did so when- 
ever the occasion warranted. He 
was at his best as a speaker when 
addressing a hostile audience« His 
prepared addresses were never so 
good as those extemporaneously 
delivered. Under such circum- 
stances the instinct of the advocate 
always told in Mr, Taft’s favor. 

Feeling that the! nature of his of- 
fice limited the expression of many 
of his real views of life and poli- 
ties, Mr. Taft delighted to have 
about him a little circle of friends 
to whom the could speak freely, 

Fettered by Presidency. 

“To be a successful’ latter-day 
politician,” he said 6n one occasion 
in his stu@y in the White House, “it 
seems one must be a hypocrite. I 
do not understand how some of our 
‘practical politicians’ can come to 
my office and tell me just what 
they feel at heart, and then get up 
on thei floor of Congress and prate 
about something exactly to the con- 
trary. That sort of thing is not 
for me. 

‘Tl detest hypocrisy, cant and 
subterfuge. If I have got to think 
every time I say a thing what effect 
it is going to have on the public 
mind; if I have got to refrain-from 
doing justice to a square and. hon- 
est man because what I say may 
fiave an injuridéus effect upon my 
own fortunes, I had rather not be 
President.” 

Mr. Taft himself felt a tack of 
that character of. political training 
which would have thrown him into 
closet contact With the mass of the 
people. ._He did not know the peo- 
ple of his own country as well as 
he would like and he sought to 
Take up for a previous lack of in- 
timate association with them by his 
many travels. He found, however, 
that meeting the,people as Presi- 
dent was different from fighting 
his way up among them. At a 
time when his travels were criti- 
cised as excessive, Mr. Taft once 
told an intimate friend: 

~ “It seems to me that I ought to 
travel as much as I can. I have 
seen very littie of the people in 
spite of my long years in public 
office and the people have seen 
very little of me. I thought that 
by traveling I could give them an 
opportunity to look me ever and 
see what manner of man I am. 
‘Comparatively few: people get to 
Washington and, yet I cannot but

_ His officia) traveling began “in 
1900 when President McKinley 
made him chairman of the Philip- 
pine Commission. . Later, becem- 
Ling civil governor of .the Islands, it 
was necessary for him to visit 
Washington to appear before a 
congressional committee, and he 
made the trip from Manila by way 
of the Mewiterranean to confer 
with Pope Leo XIII on the friar 
lands, thus completing his first 
circumnavigation of the siobe.

While Secre- 
tary of War he visited Panama 
seven times in connection with the 
construction of the canal, and’was 
sent to Cuba to adjust affairs there 
arising out of the insurrection, be- 
coming provisional governor of the 
island. 
In One Accident. 

During his first campaign as @ 
presidential candidate he toured 
the country as far west as Denver, 
and as President he made two long 
trips through the country, visiting 
the Pacific Coast as well as mak- 
ing innumerable short runs. When 
Col. Roosevelt cast his hat into the 
ring, Mr. Taft took the road on a 
pre-convention campaign. Upon 
moving out of the White House he 
went on the lecture platform, 
speaking in all states except 
Florida. 

And his travels aid not cease 
when he became Chief. Justice. 
Thoroughly enjoying to rub _ el- 
bows with his fellow man, and 
feeling that so far as his official 
duties would permit, his time be- 
longed to the people, he accepted 
many of the innumerable invita- 
tions he received. 

He was always a good traveler, 
able to sleep well under ali condi- 
tions, whether on boat, train or 
automobile, seldom tiring. In. all 
his experiences he was in but oné 
accident, and that was upon a rail- 
road near his home in New Haven, 
while returning from New York, 
priot to becoming. Chief: Justice. 

One of his hardest trips was 
made during the World War when 


‘President Wilson called him to as- 
sist in the successful adjustment of 


the relations between capital and 
labor. Then he undertook to visit 
the army camps. This trip was 
made during the winter, and be- 
cause of the importance of quickly 
delivering his message to the rap- 
idiy-forming armies, he made ‘two 
and sometimes three speeches a 
day, visiting all camps and canton- 
ments except two and addressing 
more than 300,000 recruits. 

After the’ war he resumed his 
duties as Kent professor of law at 
Yale University, continuing in this 
chair until he was chosen Chief 
Justice, 

On Supreme Bench. . 

Having appointed while. Presi- 
dent more members of the Supreme 
Court than any of his predecessors 
excepting Washington, under whom 
the court wak organized, Chief | 
Justice Taft. when he went to the | 
highest court in the world, was 
welcomed by Justice Day, also of 
Ohio, with whom he had served as 
a member of the United States Cir- 
cult Court of Appeals for the 
sixth circuit. The third member 
of that Circuit. Court, Justice Lur.- 
ton, whom he had appointed to 
the Supreme bench, had died, how- 
ever, as had another of his ap: 
pointees, Justice Ldmar, and Jus- 
tice Hughes, a third appointee, had 
resigned to become a presidential 
candidate. Therefore wWhen he 
succeeded the Chief Justice he had 
appointed Mr. Taft found only 
two of his appointees, Justices Van 
Devanter and Pitney, wearing the 
robes of the Supreme Court. “At 
the far end of the bench to his 
right there sat a man who as

Although ds Presi- 
dent he failed to profit by news-. 
paper publicity, he found the press 
a valuable avenue of presenting to 
the people his views on questions 
of national importance, thus after 
his active official. life he returned 
to writing for the newspapers. His 
first serious work in life had been 
as a.reporter upon Cincinnati 
newspapers, and that experience 
stood him in good stead when he 


decided to keep in touch with thu]- 


public. His advocacy of arbitra- 
tion in the settlement of disputes 
between nations, however, was not 
confined to the newspapers. He 
went upon the Iecture platform, 
and in the heat of the campaign 
precipitated on the League of Na- 
tions, Mr. Taft, a former Repub- 
lican President, in support of his 
views on the subject which he had 
given the form of. treaties, but 
which were not ratified by the Sen- 
ate, was found upon the same 
stage with President Wilson, a 
Democrat, ‘asking public approval 
of the Versailles treaty and other 
issues growing out of the Paris 
Conference following. the war. 
While at New Haven, in addition to 
the professorship of law, he was 
president of the League to Enforce 
Peace, and diligently labored to 
promote its objects by the use of 
the platform and the press, His 
National War Labor Board work, 
and his Canadian arbitration com- 
pleted his other important duties. 
He actively participated in the 
Hughes campaign in 1916 and the 
Harding campaign of 1920. 

Mr. Taft's appointment as Chief 
Justice was attributed by some of 
his friénds to his support of an 
arbitral tribunal for world peace. 
And this is how they explained it: 

Had not Mr: Taft actively partici- 
pated in the League of Nations de- 
bate when it was a live issue, op- 
posing hig party and the views of 
its leaders, he would, his friends 
asserted, have been the logical 
nominee of the Republican party 
for President in 1920. instead of 
Senator Harding. The factional 
differences within that party hav- 
ing been largely healed at that 
time, and Col. Roosevelt . having 
been removed from the equation. 
by death, the convention, going to 
Ohio for a candidate would have 
given preference to Mr. Taft, they 
asserted, except tor his views on 
the dominant dssue of the cam- 
paign. Thus ft happened that fate 
was kind by not compelling him as 
President, they added, again to 
nominate another to the office he 
preferred. 


Mr. Taft expressed his unequivo- 
cal opposition to the Eighteenth 
amendment in two letters he wrote 
in 1918 to Allen B. ‘ Lincoln of 
Martford, Conn., in response to a 
request for an opinion.

From thé time he ascended the 
bench as Chief Justice, Mr. Taft 
strove to improve the machinery of 
the court to expedite the settle- 
ment of the vast amount of litiga- 
tion constantly before the court. 
With this end in view he made a 
trip to England in 1922 to learn 
the characteristics of the English 
courts that enabled them to dis- 
pose of a great many. cases ex-~- 
peditiously. The trip was in re- 
sponse to an invitation extended 
by Sir John A. Simon, then head 
of the English bar and a former 
Attorney-General of Great. Britain. 
While making his study of the 
various English courts he sat upon 
the bench with the judges and in 
each instance. was accorded hon- 
ors the like of which had seldom 
been bestowed upon a visiting 
jurist.

Upon the arrival of Mr. and 
Mrs. Taft in London, King George 
expressed a desire to meet them 
and when the presentation was ar- 
ranged for a few days later the 
King let it be known that Mr. and 
Mrs. Taft were to receive same 
honors granted to former chiefs of 
state of European powers. So that 
instead of passing their majesties 
with a bow and curtsy, Mr. and Mrs. 
Taft, were received privately by the 
King and Queen and members of 
their family in the picture gallery 
half: an 
hour before the formal court re- 
ception. They then accompanied 
the rulers'to the throne room with 
Chief Justice Taft at the right side 
of the King and Mrs. Taft at. the 
left side of the Queen. Mr. Taft ap- 


peared in his judicial robes, while 


Mrs. Taft was attired in full court 
dress. 

Anotehr event which prece- 
}dent was establishéd by Chief Jus- 
tice Taft at English social func- 
‘tions was a luncheon given in his 
honor by Ambassador Harvey; at 
which the King and Queen were 
guests.. Mr. Taft wore the conven- 
tional evening dreas, being the only 
male guest not attired in knee 
breeches. 

During his stay in England Mr. 
Taft recelved the honorary degree 
of Doctor of Laws from Cambridge 
University and Doctor of Civil Law 
from Oxford and Aberdeen Univer- 
sities. 

$10,000 a Year Annuity, 

Mr. Taft, since the death of An- 
drew Carnegie, had received in xnc- 
eordance with the provisions of the 
steel magnate’s will an annuity of 
$10,600. ‘This was the subject of 
controversy several times because 
it was erroneously supposed that 
Mr, Taft was recéiving a pension 
from the Carnegie Corporation, The 
matter was cleared up, however, in 
1923 when Representative Schall of 
Minnesota interested himself in 
legislation to provide government 
annuities for all ex-Presiijents.

Chief Justice Taft was born at 
Cincinnati Sept. 15, 1857. His fa- 
ther was Alphonso Taft, who was 
Attorney-General of the United 
States in 1876-1877. and his mother 
was Louisa Maria Torrey Taft. The 
Chief Justice received his early 
education in Cincinnati and after 
being graduated from high school 
went to e University, where he 
was g ed in 1878, He stood 
second in a class of 121 and was 
salutatorian and class orator. He 
‘took his law course at the’Cincin- 
nati Law School, wh he was 
graduated in 1880. There, as at 
Yale, he ‘maintained his high 
standing as a student and when 
graduated divided first prize with 
another member. of ie ‘graduating 
class, : 

Besides the BPE alt public of- 
fices which he had filled, Mr. Taft 
served the Government on numer- 
our missions. In 1904 he was sent 
to Rome by President Roosevelt to 
confer with the late Pope Leo 
XIII doncerning the purpose of ag- 


Mr. Taft was appointed a mem- 
ber of the National War Labor 
Conference Board in 1918 and was 
co-chairman until the board was 
dissolved in August, 1919. He 
served as president of the Ameri- 
can National Red\Cross from 1906 
to 1913; president of the American 
Bar Association in 1913 and of the 
American Academy of. Jurisprud- 
ence in 1914. He also served for 
several years as president of the 
League to Enforce Peace. 

Mr, Taft’s brothers were Henry 
W. Taft, who practiced law in New 
York .from the time he was, ad- 
mitted @o the bar, and Horace Dut-/ 
ton Ta: t, headmaster of the Taft 
school at Watertown, Conn. The 
late Charlies P. Taft, editor and 
publisher of the Cincinnati Times- 
Star was a. half brother. ~* 

The Chief Justice was an ardent 
baseball fan and frequently  at- 
tended the games in Washington as 
well as in other major league 
cities.

ford was made Associate Justice 
of the Supreme Court of the United 
States by President Harding, Jan. 
31, 1923. He was chogen to. fill 
the vacancy created by the resig- 
nation of Justice Pitney, who .had 
been compelled to retire by. ill 
health. 

His appointment restored the 
numerical representation of the 
South on the tribunal as it stood 
at the time of the death of Chief 
Justice White, Justice McReynolds, 
also from Tennessee, being the oth- 
er member whose home was south 
of the Mason and Dixon line. 

Before entering the Federal Ju- 
diciary, Justice Sanford had for 
one year been an Assistant Attor- 
ney+General of the United States 
under President Roosevelt, who. 
appointed him to the bench, and 
in that capacity had frequently ap- 
peared before the Supreme Court 
in the argument of cases, 

During the Civil War his father, 
a Connecticut Yankee, went to 
Tennessee, taking up his residence 
in Knoxville, where he married 
Miss Emma Chavannes, whose 
family was among the pioneers of 
Eastern Tennessee.

I have read 
more than a thousand papers from all 
parts of this country, and the study of 
them, as well as the making of compari- 
sons, has become a hobby with me. 

There have been some recent compari- 
sons of your paper with one in Chicago, 
and as the last few issues of Chicago's 
newspapers are fresh in my memory, by 
reason of a visit to that city, I feel im- 
pelled to express my opinion on that sub- 
ject. This opinion, let it be understood, 
is not based on the last few issues of the 
“world’s greatest newspaper,” for it 
happens that I was a “constant reader” 
of the Tribune and the Daily News for 
more than 10 years. 

It is indeed difficult to write daily on 
“widely varied subjects,” and I have 
found many inaccuracies in your editor- 
jals, but all in all, there is no paper in 
this country whose editorial policy has 
been fairer, more constructive, or of 
greater value to its readers than that of 
the Post-Dispatch. Its editorials are edu- 
cational and enjoyable, and they reflect 
the keen intellects of their writers. In 
the middle states, at any rate, it has no 
peer; and it is so far above the rest 
that one shudders at the thought of los- 
ing it.

Like so many of those implicated in the 
boodle cases a quarter of a century ago, some of whom 
did not stop until they had put the Atlantic Ocean 
behind them, the man who had helped make the rec- 
ord unsatisfactory retired upon distant parts. 

A sequential story of the lighting scandal, pub- 
lished in yesterday's Post-Dispatch, shows plainly 
what happened. It was the dismissal of Edward E. 
Wall from the post of Director of Public Utilities that 
set the stage for yesterday's dramatic sequel, when the 
Board of Hstimate and Apportionment was informed 
by Piteman that Ryckoff had overcharged the city 
$157,064.66. Wall had been a faithful public servant 
in St. Louis for 35 years. He got in the way of a 
conspiracy te loot the city, and was dismissed from 
office. His successor is now under indictment. Ap- 
prehensions that the removal of Wall boded ill for the 
community were so acute that a movement was set 
on foot to recall the Mayor. The public clamor 
quieted, the credits for Ryckoff went unimpeded 
through the office that Wall had held, and the light- 
ing scandal resulted. Ryckoff told the Post-Dispatch 
he had cheated the city to pay grafters, and that is 
apparently what he did. The trials of Ryckoff, John 
C. Pritchard, the successor of Wall_as Director of 
Public Utilities, and George B. Heath, Pritchard’s 
chief electrical engineer, all of whomiare under in: 
dictment, should reveal the identities of the grafters. 

As to where responsibility for the scandal lies, 
there can be no Question. It lies at the door of 
Mayor Miller. The Mayor dismissed Wall from a 
Rost of great responsibility when the pressure to get 
Wall out was of such a nature that it should have 
served as a warning. In yielding to it, and remov- 
ing Wall upon the trifling score of insubordination 
when the good name of his administration was at 
stake, the Mayor disqualified himself as chief execu- 
tive of the city of St. Louis. He said at the time the 
Post-Dispatch surveyed the Ryckoff job that he had 
always been suspicious of the contract. His obvious 
duty was therefore to resist the efforts to get 
Wall. who obstructed this or any such conspiracy, 
out of the way and keep that proved official at his 
post. 

The Mayor weakened in that crisis, held @ farcical 
trial at which Wall was convictéd, and so brought 
upon himself and his administration humiMation and 
disgrace.

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PARKS AND HOW TO GET THEM. _ 

There has been talk for many years, growing 
more pointed as time passed, of the great need for 
extension of the community’s park and recreation fa- 
cilities beyond the political borders of St. Louis and 
for establishment of more of these breathing and play 
places within the city. It is to be hoped that the ne- 
cessity may soon be impressed more, strongly upon 
the public. s 

The current recommendations for a powerful Met- 
ropolitan Park and Recreation Board in connection 
with the proposed establishment of a metropolitan 
government for Greater St. Louis may well be the 
point of focus for this. urgent eivic requirement. 
Leaders of various phases of the movement for more 
parks and playgrounds are united in. support of 
these recommendations, made by the Parks and Rec. 
reation Committee of the Couneil on Metropolitan 
Government. Through the process cf establishing 
Greater St. Louis as the municipality of the city abd 
county, an adequate means of furthering this cause 
is readily available, and proponents consider that 
the benefits to the people on both sides of the prez- 
ent city limits will be valuable. 

Not only would the city’s parks and playgrounds 
come under the jurisdiction of the metropolitan 
board, but establishment of new preserves threugh: 
out St. Louis County and even in adjoining counties 
would be possible. Park Commissioner Pape, who 
would be transferred from the position of a city cffi- 
cial to that of a metropolitan executive, favors the 
plan as “the only way to make progress for-the wel- 
fare of the entire metropolitan area.” An important 
incidental recommendation is that for enabling legis- 
lation to permit of co-operation of the metropolitan 
park board with the city Board of Mducation and the 
county School Boards in the operatioa of p*ayground 
and physical education facilities, to give the maxi- 
mum service to children. Civic leaders are seeking 
right now to accomplish this, and the metropolitan 
scheme may well serve to put it into effect. 


By the killing in the Board of Aldermen of 30 
bills for street improvements estimated to cost 
$662,808, the city’s 1930 paving program has suffered 
a serious setback. Political chicanery has heen 
ascribed to the Aldermen's action, but we think it 
fairer to say it was caused by an uprising of property 
owners who feared additional taxes at a time of busi- 
ness depression and pnemployment.

IN JOY AT ARREST 
OF GANDHIS AID 


Nationalist Leader's Re- 
quest for Celebration in‘ 
Honor of Vallabhai Patel. 


By the Associated Press. 
AHMADABAD, India, March 8.— 
A complete hartel (cessation from 
work) wag observed here today, fol- 
lowing the arrest of Vallabhai Pa- 
tel, one of Mahatma Gandhi's chief 
lieutenants. The hartel' was in re- 


sponse-to Gandhi's appeal to Indi- 
ans to observe a peaceful cessation 
from work “in celebration of incar- 
ceration of the uncrowned King of 
Vujerate.” Patel was sentenced to 
three months’ imprisonment. 
Severance of 
Gandhi's party with the Govern- 
ment was declared necessary to the 
success ofthe Civil disobedience 
campaign by Patel in a message 
issued on the eve of his arrest. 
‘“Our success lies in our capacity 
for nonviolence and self-sacrifice,” 
he said. “The we acquire a 
capacity tot cease all relations with 
the Goverriment the earlier we 


‘shall succeed. 


“If there is the least wisdom in 
the Government it will not arrest a 
holy man like Gandhi.” 

In conclusion he reiterated his 
program of nonviolent non-co-oper- 
ation with the British Government. 
In the event of Gandhi's arrest, he 
advised, village officers should re- 
sign en bloc. He advocated boy- 
cott of the courts by Indian bar- 
risters and nonpayment of taxes 
wherever the people were ready. 

Gandhi, said the news of Patel’s 
arrest “should be heartily wel- 
comed,” and envisaged the begin- 
ning on March 12 of the civil dis- 
obedience campaign with steadfast 
confidence, Patel, intended by the 
Mahatma to take over the leader- 
ship if necessary, is a brother of 
V. L. Patel, president of the Indian 
legislative assembly. 

Gandhi said after a night of 
thinking he had decided to adhere 
to his original plan and to leave 
Ashram Wednesday morning and 
journey afoot to Jalalpura, 140 
miles away. He and 50 compan- 
ions will pass through several! vil- 
lages carrying on an extensive prop- 
aganda. At Jalalpura they will 
violate the state monopoly on pro- 
duction of salt. 

The leadership of Gandhi was 
repudiated at Madras by Srinivasa 
Ivengar, one of the leading advo- 
cates of independence. Announcing 
his intention of resigning from the 
All-India Congress working com- 
mittee, he said he would refuse to 
accept dominion status as an in- 
terpetation of independence, which 
he accused Gandhi of doing.

PROVIDED BY SALT. TAX 


HE salt tax, an internal rev- 

enue duty, has long been a 

subject of complaint in In- 
dia. By its nature, a tax on salt 
applies to one of the barest nec- 
| essaries of life, and is a tax on 
the poor, since a poor person 
normally consumes as much 
sait as a rich person. It dif- 
fers essentially from a tax on 
luxuries, even s0 common an 
_articie of luxury as tobacco. 

Increases and decreases of 
the salt tax have occurred at 
critical periods in the history 
of British rule and India. In 
1888 an increase established the 
rate at 2% rupees a maund.| 
The maund is a measure of 
weight equivalent to 82 pounds; 
the rupee has fluctuated in 
value, and is now worth 1236 
cents. 

Up to 1903, salt was the sec- 
ond largest source of India’s 
revenue, land being the largést. 
Reductions of the salt tax were 
made in 1902, 1905 and 1907, 
followed by an increase in 1923, 
and a more recent reduction to 
1% rupees a maund, or a little 
more than % cent a pound. In 
India's budget for 1928-29, salt 
provided $26,000,000 of a total] 
of $362,000,000 revenue. 


$225,000 SCHOOL BOND ISSUE 
VOTED BY UNIVERSITY CITY 


Fund Will Be Used Chiefly for New 
Grade Schoo] on Hanley

To Fight for Duty on OIL? 

A resolution by Thomas*(Dem.), 
Oklahoma, calling upon the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to furnish the 
Senate with the names vi compa- 
nies importing oil into the Unhed 
States and the amounts imported 
was adopted today. 

Thomas introduced the resolution 
to obtain data for use when he 
makes a second attempt next week 
to obtain a duty on crude oil and 
petroleum products in the tariff 
bill. 

An amendment by him to im- 
pose a duty of $1 a barrel on crude 
oil and 50 per cent ad valorem. on 
petroleum products has been re- 
jected, but he announced he would 
offer another proposal to make the 
duty on crude oil 80 cents a barrel 
and 40 per cent ad valorem on pe- 
troleum products.

For Higher Window Glass Rate. 

Action on A proposal to restore 
existing presidential tariffs on win- 
dow glass was referred by the Sen- 
ate today until Monday, when it 
wil] recess over the week-end, a lit- 
tle before noon. 

The coalition several weeks ago 
succeeded in reducing to the level 
of the 1922 law the window glass 
rates proclaimed by President 
Hoover last year. Goff (Rep.), 
West Virginia, proposed the res- 
toration of the higher levels.

Before Goff’s proposal was taken 
up the Senate approved an in- 
crease in the duty on. decorated 
earthenware and crockery ware 
from 50 to 55 per cent ad valorem.

Such initia- 
tive, of course, is absolutely essen- 
tial to the prescrvation of music as 
a living organism, but neverthelrss 
it deserves notice and encourage- 
ment. - In the case of the Bloch 
concerto a double tax was placed 
on the listening powers of the audi- 
tors by the use of a solo instrn- 
ment whose appeal hag aware 
been limited. 

But the viola, with its slightly 
somber tone color, was precisely the 
instrument needed for this suite. 
It shared with all the bold har- 
monic devices, wide-stretched mc]- 
odies, and barbaric orchestral tints 
which Bloch employed in the pro- 
jection of his musical ideas, a con- 
plete suitability of means to an 
end. 

In fact, one was scarcely con- 
scious of the style of this suite. Its 
dark, fantastic content was so coni- 
pelling that the listener was almost 
inevitably drawn deeper and deeper. 
into a consideration of the fer- 
‘ment going on in the composer's 
mind. = 

Too much cannot be said of 
superb musicianship dispigyed by 
Bailly. The occasion is rare when 
one hears a tone so consistentiy 
tich in its whole range, such as he 
drew from his rare instrument. 
His purity of styre, of course, is 
even rarer. As an encore Bailly 
played an air from Handel's Vicia 
concerto. * 

Beside the Bloch number the 
progfam included Gilazounow’s 
Fourth Symphony. This is a work 
that is both nationalistic and in- 
dividualistic and while it has none 
of the force which characterizes 
the music of Moussorgsky, Borod- 
in or even Tschaikowsky it is well 
managed and is full of well turned 
melodies. Goossens gave it a live- 
ly and sympathetic reading. 

The concert was started with 
Dvorak’s “Carneval”’ overture and 
brought te a close with what 
amounted to a tone poem which 

fabricated from Wagner's 
“Walkure.” This reviewer’ is not 
one of those who believe that 
Wagner ig best heard in the con- 
cert hall. But in this case both 
in the arrangement of his materia! 
and the manner in which he 
played it, Goossens presented an 
effective dramatic epitomization of 
the whole opera.

HEN Coke climbed into the 

ring O'Keefe was already in 

his corner, leaning back 
against the ropes and talking to 
McNeil with a grin on his face.

Coke got up, pushed his stool out 
of the ring, and rubbed his feet in 
the rosin. O'Keefe followed his 
example. They were both on their 
feet leaning against the ropes 
when the bell rang. Then just 
what the crowd was waiting for 
happened. Coke leaped across the 
ring, his chin on his chest, crouch- 
ing, like a predatory animal, 
caught O’Keefe coming out of his 
corner and drove®him to his knees 
with body punches.

T the beginning of the second 

round O'Keefe leapt out as 

fresh as ever, grinning with 
his long left out as far as it would 
go. He was taking. no chances 
this time and met Coke in the 
center of the ring and stopped a 
rush with his left. O'Keefe itand- 
ed with a left that smacked all 
over the ball park. Coke missda 
a counter and, off balance, was 
hit with a right which turned him 
half around; but. he tanded a 
lucky punch straight from the 
shoulder at this angle and O'Keefe 
went down. Resting on his hands 
and knees, grinning at Coke, he 
took a count of nine, then leapt 
into a clinch, and getting a hand 
free, hammered Coke about the 
head. The ringside was in an up- 
roar and hats sailed into the air. 
This was no murder; this was a 
contest. At the end of the round 
O'Keefe danced to his corner. 
Coke swaggered across the ring 
and was cheered by the crowd.

Callistephus is a Greek word mean- 
ing beautiful crown. The origina! 


plant, the type color being violet. 
It was a native of China and Japan. 
It was introduced inte Europe in 
1731 by R. P. d'Incarville, a Jesuit 
missionary. At the time it had only 
blue and white forms. The first 
record of the appearance of red 
and double forms was in 1753. 


Its development into a great va- 
riety of forms and colors is paral- 
lel to that of the chrysanthemum, 
being by nature a very variable 
Piant and the present forms are 
variations and not hybrids. At the 
start there were no dwarf forms. 
They have originated since ethe 
plant was brought into medern cui- 
tivation. 

It has early and late flowered 
forms and like the chrysanthemum 
has forms with petals which curve. 
outward and also incurved vari- 


eties, as well as forms in which the 
petals are fiat and overlapping reg- 
ularty. It aiso follows both forms 
of deubling which occur in this 
faintly ef plants. One is by a mul- 
tiplication of the ray or strap- 
emaped flowers. This ts the usual 
form of double aster. The other is 
by the transformation of the yellow 


center or disk flowers into colored 
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ers. This is known as the anemone 
flowered type in chrysanthemums 
and as the cushion type in asters. 
The new Sunshine asters show this 
form eof doubling. 

The modern piant breeder has

But Auvenbruger, when he 
had mastered the science of med- 
iciné and practiced it in the hos- 
pital of the Holy Trinity at Vienna, 
bethought himself that the human, 
chest was but a skin-covered bar- 
rel and that by tapping on it 
sounds should be elicit® which 
ecught to be of help in diagnosis. 

And in the end he found that 
indeed the sounds differed. and 
that the difference in pitch and 
quality ceuld reveal to the init- 
lated the underlying state of the 
body. 

After many years eof study he 
published a littie beok, in Latin. 
But alas, as was all too com- 
moniy the case, Auenbruger’s valu- 
abie discovery was disparaged by 
his contemporaries. Perhaps it 
would have been forever iost to the 
world had it met been for Napo- 
leon’s physician, Corvisart, who in 
1808, ene year before Avenbruger’s 
death, saved it frem oblivion by 
transiating it frem the Latin inte 
French and indersing # strongty.
